The apphcation has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1 limitations on line 12 "obtaining measured amounts; calculating using said 
measured amounts. . ." has been changed to - obtaining measured amounts; computing an average 
rate multiplier for each active subscriber; calculating using said measured amounts. 

NOTE. Claim 1 has been amended to correct a typographical error omitting claim 1 
limitations, directed to computing an average rate multiplier for each active subscriber . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 and 8-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a communication method directed to estimation of specific 
power values from the Base Station Transceiver to individual mobile subscriber units, wherein 
the estimations are used for computing the actual power level from BTS, which can be adjusted 
in the system, but is common for all the serviced mobile units.

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The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest at least the following: 

defining in time a succession of observation windows, observing the data flowing into BSC and 

addressed to each active subscriber, measuring an amount of such data flowing during each of 

the plurality of said observation windows, obtaining measured amount, computing an average 

rate multiplier for each of the subscriber and calculating using said measured amount an 

estimated specific power for each of the subscribers, as specified in independent claims 1,10 and 

14. 

The closest prior art, Tiedemann (US 6,335,922), fails to anticipate or render the above 

limitations obvious.
